ing on a hillside in Ferguson, four 
miles southeast of Lambert-St. 
Louis Field, 

Names of the victims, all Scott 
Field personnel, were. withheld 
pending notification of next of 
kin, but it was announced that 
none of the victims was from the 
St. Louis area, 

The plane was smashed to bits. 
Bodies and pieces of wreckage 
were strewn over a 200-yard slope 
and the nose of the plane plowed 
six feet into the side of the hill. 
An explosion followed the crash. 

The plane, a Lockheed-Hudson 
bomber converted into a training 
ship, was being tested following 
repairs on the hydraulic landing 


pear and gasoline tanks, Scott 
F‘eld reported. Test procedure 
called for a series of steep dives 
and sudden pullouts, it was ex- 
plained. The retractable landing 
gear had been sticking, and pull- 
outs from dives were designed to 
apply centrifugal force to the 
gear, while sudden changes in 
altitude and atmospheric pressure 
were employed in determining 
whether the fuel tanks were leak- 
proof, 
Scott Field’s Report. 

After a preliminary investiga- 
tion at the scene of the crash, 
Scott Field officials reported that 


the plane, one of its engines sput-— 


tering, circled once and glided 
down for an emergency ianding. 
It was flying in a northeasterly 
direction,

VATICAN. ALLIES. 
ACT TO SEND FOOD 
INTO. FLORENCE 


City Also Suffering Wa- 
ter Shortage—8th Army 
Mopping Up in South 
Sector. 


By NOLAND NORGAARD 
ROME, Aug. 10 (AP).—The Vat- 
ican took steps today to help the 
Allies relieve the desperate plight 
of the population of Florence, 
while Canadian troops, aided by 
250 Italian patriots, mopped up 
hostile Fascist elements in the Al 


lied-held southern portion of the 
city. 

Transportation facilities to send 

flour and other necessaries to the 
Archbishop of Florence for distri- 
bution to a population suffering 
from food and water shortages 
was requested by the Vatican. 
A part of the population of 
Florence, including some of the 
many thousands of refugees who 
have overcrowded the city, have 
moved into the nearby country- 
side, where they were subsisting 
on fruits and the first food dis- 
tributed by Allied authorities. 


The Allied command said 150 
men and women found in posses- 
sion of small arms and grenades 
had been arrested in the roundup 
of hostile elements, who occupied 
the area between the Via del 
Serragli and the Via Romana, the 
working men’s quarter. 


Snipers have been giving the 
Eighth Army trouble from the mo- 
ment the first patrols entered the 
city. Mention of Canadian troops 
in the roundup was the first dis- 
closure that they were back in 
the line. Earlier South Africans 
had entered and held southern 
Florence. 


Only minor operations were re- 
ported along most of the Eighth 
and Fifth Army fronts as the 
main body of German forces, 
which has been resisting strongly 
in the bend of the Arno River 
east of Florence, withdrew to the 
northern banks. Allied Infantry 
moved up to occupy all the high 
ground on the southern side.

Urges Defeat of Murray- 
Kilgore Bill — Says 
War Workers 


Savings as Cushion. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 10 (AP).— 
Senator Taft (Rep.), Ohio, today 
criticised as “fundamentally 
wrong’ what he said were at- 


Have 


‘!tempts by sponsors of the Murray- 


Kilgore demobilization bill to pro- 
vide postwar benefits to war 
workers on a par with those pro- 
vided for soldiers and sailors. 


“I cannot see a parallel between 
soldiers and sailors serving at $50 
a month and others receiving high 
wages in war industry, Taft told 
the Senate in urging defeat of the 
ClIO-supported measure under 
which discharged war workers 
would receive up to $35 a week in 
unemployment compensation. 

Taft said the Treasury has sold 
25 billion in war bonds to indi- 
viduals working on the home front 
and that these workers have ac- 
cumulated 34 billion in savings 
with which to cushion them against 
the economic impacts of the re- 
conversion period. 

Despite a drive by the Army and 
Navy, he said, members of the 
services have been able to acquire 
only 815 million in bonds. 


No Such Parallel, He says. 

“There is no parallel between 
what the Government owes to the 
working man and the fighting 
man,” he added. 

Taft said the Republican-sup- 
ported bill by Senator George 
(Dem.), Georgia, would not change 
in any way the rights Congress 
voted veterans of the present war 
in the recently-enacted “G.I.” Bil) 
of Rights.” 

He spoke after Senator Tobey 
(Rep.), New Hampshire, read to 
the Senate a telegram in which 
Maurice F, Devine, chairman of 
the American Legion’s Legislative 
Council, expressed disaproval of 
any proposal “which centralizes 
at the Federal level, rather than 
the state level, the administra- 
tion of Social Security or unem- 
ployment benefits” or “attempt to 
Federalize ,. . public employment 
offices.” 

The George bill leaves unem- 
ployment compensation rate fixing 
and administration to the states. 

Estimating the George proposal 
would cost “something less than 
one billion dollars” as against “at 
least 15 billion” for the Murray- 
Kilgore proposal, Taft said the tax 
burden under the latter would be 
so heavy “it would gradually de- 
stroy private enterprise and we 
would be forced into state so- 
cialism.” 

He described the ClO-backed 
measure as an indirect attempt 
to set up a Federal relief pro- 
gram in the name of unemploy- 
ment insurance, 

Senator Pepper (Dem.) Florida, 
replying to Taft's arguments, said 
“it is easy for a Senator, living 
in the comfort of a $10,000-a-year 
job, to say, ‘very well, let the other 
folks find their own way.’ 

“We can do that, but, if we do, 
it wil lead us back to poverty, the 
bread lines and another WPA. 
If we let some Senators write the 
law it will lead back to ill health, 
ill housing and subnorma! living 
standards for our people.” 

The cintroversy, Pepper said, 
poses “a clear choice between 
property rights and human rights.” 

Argument on the Side. 

Adding to the controversy was 
a side argument yesterday on 
whether a committee clerk can 
speak to the presiding officer. 

Senator Wherry (Rep.), Nebras- 
ka, brought up the matter by 
protesting against the actions on 
the Senate floor of Herbert E. 
Schimmel, attache of a Military 
subcommittee. Wherry told re- 
porters he had been informed 
Schimmel “is in constant contact 
with the Political Action Commit- 
tee of the CIO.” 

Wherry, noticing Schimmel 
speaking to Senator Overton 
(Dem.), Louisiana, in the presid- 
ing officer’s chair, demanded to 
know how a nonmember got that 
right. Overton explained that 
Schimmel just wanted to know 
how many Senators had listed 
their names on the speaking list. 

Wherry later told reporters that 
“neither the Political Action Com- 
mittee nor any other committee 
with special interests to serve 
ought to have a representative on 
the floor.” 

But Senator Kilgore (Dem.), 
West Virginia, head of the sub- 
committee, told a press conference 
his group had borrowed Schimmel 
from the War Production Board, 
that he had no connection with 
the CIO and was on the Senate 
floor at the request of himself and 
Senator Murray.

Lt. John L. Banks of St. Louis, 
a Navy fighter pilot, shot down 
four of the 187 Japanese planes 
credited to the “Rippers,” a high- 
scoring carrier-based squadron at- 
tached to the now famous Task 
Force 58, the Navy announced to- 
day. | 

Details of Lt, Banks’ exploit in 
bagging four enemy planes were 
not given, but the announcement 
stated the “Rippers,” who fly 
Grumman Hellcats, destroyed 177 
Jap aircraft in operations support- 
ing the invasion of Saipan. Of 
this number, 67 were downed in a 
single day over the Bonin Islands, 
less than 600 miles from Tokyo. 

The squadron’s total score of 
187 Jap planes applies only to 
those shot down in combat, but 
counting those destroyed on the 
ground, the grand total runs to 
more than 300, the announcement 
said, 

Lt. Banks is the son of Mr. and 
Mrs, Harry P. Banks, 5515 Persh- 
ing avenue. He is a graduate of 
St. Louis University, and received 
his wings at Pensacola, Flia., in 
April, 1943.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 10 (AP).— 
More than 500 German subma- 
‘rines have been sunk by the Al- 
les since the start of the war, 
a joint British-American state- 
ment announced last night. 

Issued under authority of Presi- 
dent Roosevelt and Prime Minis- 
ter Churchill, the statement said: 

“The number of German U-boats 
sunk during the war now exceeds 
500. It is therefore understand- 
able that the U-boats still operat- 
ing are extremely cautious. Their 
efforts have been ineffective dur- 
ing July, a month which has been 
so important for the success of 
continental operations. 

“The number of U-boats de- 
stroyed has been substantially 
greater than the number of mer- 
chant ships sunk. Seventeen 
U-boats have been sunk while at- 
tempting to interfere with our 
cross-channel traffic since the 
‘first landing of the army of libera- 
tion. 

“The U-boat fleet is still of im- 
pressive size. Nevertheless the 
U-boats remain the hunted rather 
than the hunters. They have been 
attacked from the Arctic to the 
Indian Ocean, aircraft playing a 
great part with the surface forces. 
This pressure will be maintained 
until all chances of revival of the 
U-boat campaign are killed, what- 
ever may be the new devices and 
methods developed by the enemy. 

“The Nazi claims of sinkings 
continue to be grossly exagger- 
ated. For instance, their claim for 
June, the latest month for which 
complete figures are available, 
was an exaggeration of 1000 per 


cent,”

OPA said. It explained that utility 
grade beefsteaks and roasts would 
be removed from rationing be- 
cause of heavy movement to mar- 
ket of cattle of that grade. 

New values assigned for pork 
loins range from four points a 
pound for end cuts to eight points 
for center cuts. Whole loins re- 
quire five points a pound. Canned 
fish goes back under rationing be- 
cause of “a definite scarcity in 
‘nearly all sections of the country,” 
OPA said.

Hams, smoked as well ag fresh, 
get a value of five points a pound, 
with shank ends two points and 
slices nine points. The value on 
ready-to-eat ham is two points 
higher a pound than the uncooked 
variety. 

No Large Supply of Meat. 

At Washington, Chester Bowles, 
Nationa] Price Administrator, said 
the removal of utility beef and 
‘lamb from rationing should not 
_be taken as an indication of large 
' supplies of meat. Civilian stocks 
for August, he said, are actually 
down 16 million pounds weekly 
from the 292 million pounds avail- 
able each week in July. 

Point values will be up on farm 
and processed butter in line with 
the increase to 16 points a pound 
ordered for creamery butter July 
23. The new chart lists farm or 
country butter at 12 points a 
pound, up from eight points, and 
processed butter at six points, a 
two-point increase. 

Under the new policy for vali- 
dating red stamps, validation will 
occur at the start of each monthly 
ration period rather than every 
‘fourth Sunday. The number of 
points provided will be 30 or 40, 
depending on the length of the 
ration period, OPA explained. 

Cheddar and Colby cheese are 
raised 2 points a pound to a new 
value of 12 points. Cream cheese 
and creamed cottage cheese go to 
6 points a pound from four, while 
Swiss, Italian, Munster and lim- 
burger are advanced from 4 to 8 
a

Vatican support of the Italian 
war against Ethiopia, and Vati- 
ean support of the Franco rebe!l- 
lion in Spain had already placed 
Vatican diplomacy in a delicate 
situation before the present war 
began. Whatever its deeper long- 
range motives, or whatever the 
urgency of its short-term reasons 
may have been, support of those 
two preparatory moves toward 
the world war was bound to hurt 
the Holy See in the eyes of non- 
Catholic, anti-Fascist people, and 
to weaken its influence with the 
great democratic governments. 
Since the war began the church's 
responsibility toward Catholics in 
the Axis countries, and the very 
geographical situation of the Vat- 
ican, prevented it from adopting 
any very sturdy program. 

Even Italy did not leave the 
Axis until it was literally bombed 
out and we had to fight every 
inch of the way to Rome. 

Magnificent new possibilities 
are being opened to the church as 
Europe is freed, and some of the 
most magnificent are those to be 
found in eastern and central Eu- 
rope. Thus, it may not be too 
much to hope that at long last a 
Vatican-Soviet agreement may 
really come to pass.

ITH our own personal dan- 
ger past, our historic air 
bombardment of the German 

lines holding us in the Normandy 

‘beachhead again became a Cap- 

tivating spectacle to watch. 


By now it was definite that the 
great waves of four-motored 
planes were dropping their deadly 
loads exactly in the right place. 

And by now two Mustang fight- 
ers, flying like a pair of doves, 
patrolled back and forth, back 
and forth, just in front of each 
oncoming wave of bombers, as if 
to shout to them by their mere 
presence that here was not the 
‘place to drop—wait a few seconds, 
wait a few more seconds. 

And then we could see a flare 
come out of the belly of one plane

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatcn: 

The headlines of my paper greet me 
almost daily with some great and glo- 
rious victory the United Nations have 
won for the cause of democracy and an 
enduring peace—victories that bespeak 
security and solidarity. 

As I read further, however, my wits 
grow befuddled and disorganized. I read 
of many things that spell defeat and dis- 
aster at home. Accounts are given of the 
transportation tie-up in Philadelphia, the 
necessity for FEPC hearings in St. Louis. 
These things I find extremely disheart- 
ening. 

Providence has been very kind to 
us. We know not the lethal sting of 
the robot bombs, we know not the an- 
guish of seeing our children removed 
from the debris of bombed buildings. 
Nor do we know of skies reddened by 
unkindly flames, or of endless hours 
of deafening gunfire, or of crowded 
and ufcomfortable bomb shelters. 

The British know. The Chinese know. 
The Russians know. The perpetrators 
of this world crime, the Germans, know. 

Perhaps were we not so far removed 
from these sufferings, if D-day had been 
a second Dunkirk and the Channel been 
made scarlet with American blood, then 
perhaps there would have been no trans- 
portation strike in Philadelphia, or a 
necessity for FEPC hearings in St. Louis. 

I doubt seriously whether, in that 
event, the white transportation employes 
would have bothered to notice who was 
operating the cars conveying essential 
people to essential jobs, or whether the 
industrial heads in St. Louis would give 
a hoot about such petty things as com- 
mon use of locker and wash-room facil- 
ities. Neither would community atti- 
tudes give them cause for such concern.

With full allowances for German influence at 
work in Argentina, it has still been hard to see 
why that country, which has so much to gain from 
peaceful development of its resources, should sud- 
denly turn into a Fascist dictatorship. The po- 
litical fact needed an economic counterpart, a 


| ‘bidding of the purse to go with the affection of 


the heart. 

Writing in the August Harper's, Ricardo Setaro, 
an Argentine newspaperman living in New York, 
rather convincingly says that he has found the 
economic motive. It is an old, old story of 
vested interest. Great Britain can use all the 
Argentine meat she can get. But to pay for it, 
she must sell Argentina manufactured goods in 
very large volume. And if Argentina should 
ever build up much manufacturing within its 
own borders, the demand for British goods 
would fall off. 

That logic, Setaro says, appeals to the great 
Argentine cattle barons. If Britain could not 
buy, they could not sell. Hence it is in their 
interest to keep the Argentine industrially back- 
ward. Another motive he does not mention, but 
which must be present, is that the competition 
from factories for manpower would quickly raise 
the price of agricultural and ranch labor from 
the pitiably low levels where it has always stood. 

Up to now, the cattle ranchers—a sort of Latin 
Junker class—have had their will. So thoroughly 
havdé they prevailed, indeed, that the meat-for- 
manufactures trade and other matters have been 
brought into a monopolistic system which makes 
it hard for the United States and other outsiders 
to do business with Argentina, even to invest 
money there. British investments exceed ours 
4 to 1. ‘The arrangement is enforced by a 
bilateral treaty in existence since 1933, 

It is enforced also, according to Setaro, by 
the strategie position of the cattlemen in the 
Government and Army—not only since the 
Colonels’ coup. of June 4, 1943, but long before. 
An unruffled surface was shown the world until 
the coup. But meanwhile, the trade unions, land- 
lesg rural people, and other oppressed elements 
were becoming stronger; and in spite .of official 
repression, industry grew four-fold between 1935 
and 1941, 

In fact, says Setaro, that is how the coup came 
about. It looked as though the masses would 
carry the election to choose a successor for 
President Castillo, who had faithfully played the 
cattlemen’s game. To avert that catastrophe, the 
Army ousted Castillo and put in a dictatorship. 

Nor, says he, should we be misled by the 
changes of dictators since that time, They are 
only two factions striving for the same aim: one 
wants all the totalitarian trappings, the other 
wants the state to be “window-dressed with con- 
stitutional appearance.” 


Some ingredients in the Argentine broth still 


defy analysis. It is clear, however, that Great 
Britain, more than any other political factor, has 
it in her power to deflate the ambitions of the 
dictators and their backers. If Britain will do 
80, the act may avert future war or bloody revolu- 
tion in that country. 

In the last analysis, the Argentine problem 
may be one best solved by the British, who can 
apply to our South American bad neighbor 
economic pressures not available to us. 
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Bright New Star 


Arkansas did itself proud, if the idiom is per- 
missible, in sending Representative J. W. Ful- 
bright to the United States Senate. He was as- 
sured of the seat by his victory Tuesday at a 
run-off primary, in which he defeated Gov. 
Homer M. Adkins, his nearest rival in the first 
primary. 

Fulbright will replace Senator Hattie Caraway. 
Gallantry would perhaps draw a veil over the 
lady’s senatorial career, but candor compels the 
statement that it was pretty much a cipher. She 
went to the Senate after a whirlwind campaign 
in her behalf by the late Huey Long, but she 
has been little heard of since. 

Fulbright appears to be a bright new star in 
the political sky. He is the author of the Ful- 
bright resolution, which placed the House of 
Representatives on record as favoring a postwar 
organization strong enough “to maintain a just 
and lasting peace.” The action of the House, in 
turn, acted as a precipitating agent on the Sen- 
ate, which later passed the Connally resolution 
to the same general effect. Nor did Arkansas 
hold against Fulbright the fact that he is a for- 
mer college president, an academic background 
not always being an asset in politics, Woodrow 
Wilson’s case notwithstanding. 

As United States Senator, Mr. Fulbright no 
doubt will be called upon to cast one of the 
fateful votes to decide whether the United States 
has learned the lesson of two World Wars, or 
whether it will await the outcome of a third. 
We may be sure that Arkansas’ new junior Sen- 
ator will be on the right side. 
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Missouri’s McCawley 

That. well-known Missourian, Alfred L. Mc- 
Cawley of Carthage, is in the public prints again, 
this time because after writing and championing 
the Missouri bone-dry law of prohibition days, 
he is now sidling up to the distillers. He ap-

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A Time for Boldness 


If St. Louis is not ready for the Air Age, which 
is sure to burst upon this city, the nation and 
the world once the war is over, it will not be 
for lack of warning on the part of public offi- 
cials and public-spirited private citizens. 

For example, a meeting has been called for 
next Monday of city and airport officials of 
Missouri and Illinois communities by the Metro- 
politan Planning Association. The task of this 
association is to consider both sides of the river 
as one community and to suggest postwar works 
to integrate their social and economic needs. 

Plans for next Monday’s meeting were dis- 
cussed by the St. Louis Municipal Airport Com- 
mission. Its purpose is to advance the airport 
needs of the metropolitan district. W. W. Hor- 
ner, consulting engineer, told commission mem- 
bers he would present to the Monday meeting 
his idea of a smali airport plan. 

St. Louls is enlarging and improving Lambert 
Field, and it is progressing with its program for 
construction of a second major airport at Colum- 
bia Bottoms, to which the Army recently an- 
nounced it has no objection. Together with ex- 
isting airports on the East Side, here is a begin- 
ning for the Air Age—but only a beginning. We 
need further airports—large and small—for the 
vastly increased passenger and freight traffic 
that is to come, with plenty of room for feeder 
lines, shuttle services, mail and private planes. 

Our plans should be bold; our yjsion broad. 
It might be said that, no matter how daringly 
we plan now, our plans will still fall short of 
the future’s needs. The region’s economic future 
is heavily concerned here, and public officials 
and private citizens who are attempting to fit 
the city and the metropolitan district into the 
pattern of the future should have the strongest 
public support and approval,

And now, it appears, after an inquiry by the 
Election Board, that 90 per cent of those who 
voted in the Nineteenth Precinct of the Fifth 
Ward declared themselves illiterate, This makes 
it possible for them to get help in marking their 
ballots which, of course, Spicuzza’s friends in the 
polling places were glad to extend. Illiteracy is 
still quite a problem in the United States, but 
who would have supposed it was at its worst in 
the Fifth Ward? 

United States Attorney Blanton is interested 
in certain legal questions involved in Fifth Ward 
balloting, if not in the sociological and educa- 
tional matters involved, There’s a Federal law, 
in case Bombie forgot, involving elections for 
Federal offices. A lot of people in Kansas City 
went to jail because they, too, overlooked it. 
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Mr. Dewey’s Strategy 


The Republican National Chairman said the 
other day that Mr. Dewey will “keep the opposi- 
tion guessing” until election day. At first glance, 
the statement seems silly or worse. 

But Mr. Brownell is not a silly man. He was 
enjoying a cryptic jest, involving a bit of poli- 
ticians’ license with the calendar. He knows, 
as well as anyone, that his candidate cannot keep 
the opposition guessing without keeping the 
American people guessing.

Erosion has caused our farmers and our 
nation unnecessary losses and suffering. 
About 5000 reservoirs and dams built at a 
cost of $450,000,000 are rapidly being filled 
with eroded soil, and thus made useless 
for flood control, Money spent on isolated 
reservoirs will have been all wasted with- 
out a plan to prevent erosion and siltation, 


Some states suffer extreme water short- 
age. We can relieve such conditions by 
dowbling our irrigated land through a com- 
prehensive plan for valley development, 


Five million people live in dry areas of 
the valley. New irrigated land would in- 
crease food production $100,500,000 yearly. 
This would increase agricultural income 
and wealth by one-fourth. More than 125,- 
000 farm families would find stable farm 
homes on the newly irrigated land, 


A Cure for Drouth 


In drouth years, 7,500,000 acres of corn 
and 20,000,000 acres of wheat were lost, 
When drouth ruins the land, it ruins the 
farm folks along with it. Thousands of 
farm families have given up the fight and 
migrated to other regions, Others have 
swelled our relief rolls. 

A Missouri Valley Authority would put 
an end to such waste. 

An MVA would lend itself to making our 
rivers fully. navigable. The saving in trans- 
portation costs would attract more indus- 
tries to the region and increase job oppor- 
tunities and farm profits. - 

All nine states are faced with the prob- 
lem of bringing electricity to their farm 
population. Seven out of 10 of our farms 
lack electric power and the bare electrical 
necessities that we in the city have long 
accepted. 

There is a community of interest in our 
nine valley states. Some are interested in 
each phase of valley development, 


Some are interested in flood control, 
some are interested in navigation, some 
are interested in irrigation, some are in- 
terested in soil conservation and reclama- 
tion, some in hydroelectric power. 


Idea Worked on Tennessee 


All spell valley prosperity. Therefore, all 
are interested in every part of the plan, 

It has long been known that dams built 
for single purposes are not economical 
and destroy natural resources. TVA has 
proved that over-all planning pays. 


TVA has created a tremendously suc- 
cessful system of flood control, navigation 
and power production and has developed 
new industries for the benefit of capital 
and labor, given gainful employment to 
thousands and has greatly enriched the 
farms of the region, 


Although Missouri Valley problems are 
not altogether similar, there is a lesson to 
be learned. TVA shows that multiple-pur- 
pose dams are successful and that a river 
can be harnessed for the public good, 

We must look at all the various state 
needs as ONE problem, to be solved by 


ONE agency, with ONE plan for valley 
development which will benefit the great 
majority of the people. 

What will a Missouri Valley 
mean in terms of jobs? 

Irrigation, soil conservation and flood 
control will increase farm production and 
farm prosperity and this will be reflected 
in greater purchasing power of farmers, 
thus providing jobs for workers to supply 
their needs.

Getting Industry Out of War: 
A Good Study of Reconversion 


“The Liquidation ef War Production,” by A. D. H. 
Kapian. (McGraw-Hill Book Ce, New Werk.) 


No matter how effective international 
guarantees against aggression may be, if 
peace means a return to soup kitchens and 
idle factories, the war has been fought in 
vain. With the battles going well, the great- 
est danger to democracy is that we may 
fail to make it work here in the United 
States. And the most immediate obstacle 
to making it work is the problem of effi- 
cient reconversion of industry from war 
to peace production, the initial phase of 
which is the liquidation of war production. 

There are 2,000,000 war contracts and 
sub-contracts to be terminated, 60 billion 
dollars’ worth of supplies and 15 billions 
of Government plant and equipment to be 
disposed of, 7,000,000 more jobs to be found 
than were provided in industry in 1940. We 
are in the war up to our necks, and it will 
take quite a scramble to get out after ar- 
mistice, 


This second monograph of the series 
sponsored by the Committee for Economic 
Development concludes that the problem is 
big, but can be handled. The author proves 
it by a competent analysis of what needs to 
be done together with a general statement 
of how to do it. Dr. Kaplan, an economist 
on leave from the University of Denver, 
has been with several of the important en- 
dowed foundations for study of economics 
and is consultant to the special House Com- 
mittee on Postwar Economic Policy and 
Planning. | 

Congress has already acted on one phase 
of the question by passing the Contract 
Settlement Act. The act seems to satisfy 
Dr. Kaplan's suggested criteria, It is to 
be hoped that its administration accords 
with its stated policies. 

Administrative organization for disposal 
of supplies, plant and equipment has been 
established by executive order, but Con- 
gress has failed to lay adequate legislative 
groundwork. With elections coming on, it 
looks as if we'll have to get along on direc- 
tives for many months. Thus, policies are 
subject to change and the legality of orders 
may be open to question. 

. > > 

Generally speaking, Dr. Kaplan's sugges- 
tions look to speed, publicity and broad 
use of discretion founded on definite legis- 
lative ‘grants of authority. He repeatedly 
warns that Government procedures be giv- 
en the clearest legal basis and the widest 
publicity in business circles, so that the 
business men affected may plan for the 
future. This book is itself a good start on 
such a publicity program. 

The very important question of demobil- 
ization of man power and its re-employ- 
ment is left for future studies of the series,

Systematic destruction of neigh- 
bors, borrowing, and deliberate de- 
fault, these enabled Germany to 
emerge from the last war financi- 
ally and economically the winner.

A plunge in your 
own pool that looks like a small section of the Pacific that’s 
been wrapped up in blue tile? Glamorous gals and exciting 
guys stepping in and out of your home all day? 

Son, if you’ve got that you've really got something. You've 
got a part that calls for you to play the part of the public's 
popular idea of what an actor's life is like.

How the Body ‘[t's5 Easier Th 


Regulates Its 


Temperature

HE human body as a temper- 
T ature engineer could give cards 

and spades to the practitioners 
of that new profession and still 
leave them far behind in effi- 
ciency. What the English call 


central heating and what I calla 
furnace, nature has operating in 


, the winter, and its own brand of 


air conditioning apparatus, oper- 
ating in the summer. Between 
them they keep the old frame at 
a level 98.6 degrees even though 
the outside temperature varies as 
much as between 20 degrees below 
zero and 110 in the shade, 

The delicacy of the balance be- 
tween heat formation and heat 
loss which the body maintains 
under these varying conditions is 
truly amazing. Even when the 


regulation seems to lose control: 


and you have a fever it is really 
a protective mechanism, to com- 
bat infection, because the invad- 
ing germs do not live well at a 
temperature of 104. 

The body can stand low tem- 
perature much better than high. 
I have seen humans in a freezing 
treatment room when the ther- 
mometer showed a body heat of 
80 who revived rapidly after re- 
turning to normal air. But a 
continued fever of 108 cannot be 
endured by our nervous systems 
for long. 


. * + 

IN HOT WEATHER the body 
prevents itself from overheating 
by throwing off heat—first by ex- 
cretions as the urine and feces, 
second by the expiration of warm 
breath, and third, by evaporation 
and radiation and conduction of 
the skin. This last, is by far the 
most important, it being esti- 
mated that the body’s heat loss 
is 14 per cent by evaporation and 
73 per cent by radiation and con- 
duction from the skin surface, It 
gets rid of over 2000 calories a 
day in this manner. 

Among other newer methods of 
treatment the war has served to 
emphasize the products for pre- 
venting heat disorders, Even in 
the temperatures prevailing where 
troops are stationed in tropical 
areas, the morbidity from sun- 
stroke and similar conditions is 
very low. 

The symptoms which are asso- 
ciated with what used to be called 
sunstroke are now considered to 
be caused by chemical disturb- 
ances in the blood rather than as 
formerly emphasized, disordered 
heat regulation. All the symp- 
toms of sunstroke—cramps, coma, 
convulsions—can be seen in those 
who work in hot occupations in- 
doors or in mines entirely away 
from the sun. 


A * * 

THEY ARE DUE in large part 
to the excessive loss of salt from 
the body in the perspiration. Water 
is also lost, but it is known that 
water replacement alone will not 
prevent them. So in good hot Wwea- 
ther you need pleny of salt in 
your food, There is also some dis- 
turbance of sugar nutrition, not so 
well understood, but tablets given 
to workers in heating industries 
to take dissolved in plenty of 
water, now contain sugar as well 
as salt. 

Still another factor is age and 
artery hardening. Most of the 
fatal cases of sunstroke in ‘our 
cities are in the elderly. They of 
all people should seek a cool spot 
for vacation, 

The elderly skin also does, not 
stand sunburn very well. When- 
ever I see one of these fellows 
over fifty years of age who ar- 
rive at a resort and start to get 
a good tan in a hurry and atill 
retain sort of a dirty pallor under- 
neath I suspect the state of his 
coronary arteries. In fact the 
craze for a quick suntan is foolish 
in anybody but the young brun- 
ette. Furthermore there is many 
a guy with one of those sandy 
complexions who sits, out on a 
cool and foggy day, and is re- 
warded only by a lot of keratatio 
spots on his hands and face. Sun- 
burn is not caused by heat but by 
ultraviolet rays and they g0 
through clouds. ‘The treatment of 
injudicious sunburning is that of 
any mild burn—a soothing cream, 
such as butesin picrate ointment.

Actually, a heart 
return was safer and sounder than 
a club, but from East's point of 
view it was just a toss-up, and, to 
his misfortune, he finally decided 
in favor of the minor suit. There- 
upon declarer could claim the rest 
of the tricks. 


Aside from the fact that a heart 
return was better because there 
was less chance that the king in 
dummy gave declarer a solid heart 
suit at least four cards long. East 
could have known how to 
if he had merely held up his dia- 
mond king for one round on the 
chance that West could give him 
a vital signal on the second round 
of diamonds. Obviously, West 
would have been delighted to play 
the nine of hearts!
